Three  workshops  in  Art  — Art  for  Elementary  Schools, 
June  25  to  July  20;  Batik,  June  11  to  June  22  and  Pro- 
duction of  Textile  Design,  June  25  to  July  20;  Six  Dance 
Workshops  conducted  by  Cliff  Kirwan  and  Paul  Chambers 
will  be  held  June  11  to  July  8;  Four  Education  Workshops 
during  June;  a course  in  Geometry  for  Elementary  Teach- 
ers, June  11  to  June  29  and  in  the  area  of  Music  from

Students  may  take  courses  in  different  sessions  and  work- 
shops simultaneously. 

Admission  to  the  Avila  Summer  Session 

Students  who  have  not  previously  registered  at  Avila 
College  are  admitted  by  a letter  from  their  parent  col- 
lege authorizing  summer  work,  or  official  transcripts  of 
all  previous  college  work.  Those  with  no  previous  college 
work  are  admitted  by  an  official  high  school  transcript. 

All  credentials  must  be  sent  to  the  Director  of  Admis- 
sion prior  to  the  opening  date  of  the  summer  session. 
No  registration  can  be  made  until  the  above  credentials 
are  on  file  at  the  college.

Session  II,  June  11  through  August  3 will  be  ACTI- 
VITIES IN  LEARNING  and  will  consist  of  Reading  Readi- 
ness Activities,  Math  Readiness  Activities,  Language 
Stimulation,  Art,  Music,  Physical  Activities  and  Field 
Trips.  Admission  procedures  for  this  session  are  Pre-Pri- 
mary Ability  Range,  Complete  Diagnostic  Evaluation  sent 
to  Avila  and  a personal  interview.  The  fee  for  this 
session  is  $130.00,  and  the  hours  are  9:00  a.m.  to  12 
noon  daily. 

Enrollment  for  both  sessions  are  limited  to  10  each.  A 
$25.00  deposit  is  required.  There  will  be  certified  teachers 
for  both  sessions.
